REMARKS 

In view of the above amendments and following remarks, favorable reconsideration in 
this application is respectfully requested. 

Restriction Requirements 

The non-elected claims stand withdrawn. It is respectfully submitted that new claims 21- 
23 are directed toward the elected invention and should be examined together with the elected 
claims. No new matter has been added. 

Ob jection to Specification 

The Examiner objects to the title as not being descriptive. A new title is submitted 
herewith. 

Claim Rejection - 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 1, 2 and 10-12 stand rejected as being anticipated by Kim (U.S. Patent No. 
6225688). 

Kim teaches a multilayer printed circuit in which semiconductor chips 426, 526 are 

attached to a flexible substrate 410, 510. Accordingly, the Examiner appears to read the 

semiconductor chips 426, 526 of Kim on the claimed conductive sections. Although 

semiconductor chips might be conductive to some extent, Kim does not teach "conductive 

sections" that form "conductive layers" or even that the chips are provided for their conductive 
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properties. Moreover, Kim does not teach that the conductive sections comprise metallic 
conductors (claim 21) or conductive elements (claim 22). 

The present invention provides conductive sections for the purpose of providing an 
electric circuit, such as a multilayer winding for a filter (see claim 13). Kim does not teach 
interconnecting conductive sections to provide an electric circuit, as claimed. Rather, Kim stacks 
semiconductor chips for the purpose of conserving space in electronic devices. (See Kim, 
column 7, lines 24-26). Consequently, Kim does not teach or suggest providing conductive 
sections, conductive layers, or interconnecting those sections to provide an electric circuit. Thus, 
it is respectfully submitted that the claims are patentable over Kim.
